Wilson carries a greater load of re­ 
sponsibility than any other president 
since Abraham Lincoln. 
This is true because he is the first 
president who has 
come 
Into 
the 
White House with the firm intention 
of righting the great wrongs which op 
press the people of this country. The 
president realises the problem to be 
solved. His keen intelligence enables 
him to see that problem in all its fright 
ful magnitude and complexity. I have 
no doubt that Mr. Wilson lie# awake 
night after night, unable to sleep for 
analyzing the question, 
viewing 
it 
from all sides, and mentally testing 
certain remedies for its solution. No 
president since Lincoln has faced so 
great a task. 
It is this problem which the new 
congress, with all the intelligence of 
its leaders and members, with the 
guidance of the president, and with 
the aid of many men of 
profound 
thought will try to solve. 
The problem is not easily stated. 
Its ramifications are such that no deli 
nition quite covers the case. 
It is 
something more than a trust problem, 
for the thing to be destroyed is su­ 
perior to the trusts which it created. 
It can best be described vaguely as 
the Money Power, a financial despot­ 
ism which, permitted 'by complacent 
and controlled government to thrive, 
has so fastened itself tumor-like in 
the economic flesh and bone of the

If its 
taxation were levied directly from the 
people, the system would drown the 
country in the blood of a desperate 
revolution. 
This Ss tbs fight which the people’s 
government, led by the president, now 
faces. Do not Imagine that it is to be 
a battle between a giant government 
and a tough, but dwarfed, antagonist. 
Rather it is the other way. The gov­ 
ernment Is David and the (Money -Pow­ 
er. Goliath. The enemy will have on 
its side great plausibility, the'shrewd-* 
est lawyers, masters in handling men 
and legislation, as well as an appeal 
to that philosophy which exists in ev­ 
ery conservative that what ever is, is 
right. 
Those who oppose this tremendous 
power will be subjected to all the rid­ 
icule and contumely which controlled 
publications and public hired men can 
heap upon them. The firing line will 
be no place for the squeamish. It will 
not be a time for delicate natures to 
pick flaws In the ‘President for the 
use of the party caucus or any other 
weapon that comes to his hand to 
force through legislation in the teeth 
oP tremendous opposition. The peo­ 
ple will jfidge the administration by 
results, not by its methods. 
Moreover, the people must exhibit 
patience. The Money Power was not 
built in a day, nor can It be destroyed 
by a single act of congress. The en­ 
actment of a low tariff has hurled 
down one of the ramparts protecting 
the enemy’s position. The new curren­ 
cy bill, designed to remove much of 
the banking reserves from Wall street 
will be the first solid shot into the 
hostile camp. But both of these meas­ 
ures will not destroy the Money Pow­ 
er. Radical trust legislation will be a 
heavy blow, perhaps vital. The legal 
prohibition of interlocking director­ 
ates should do much to scatter the 
People's enemy. But it will trite all 
these things to have effect, and as the 
investigations proceed it is (hoped that 
the way will oped ap for the complete 
solution of the problem.
